At least 13 other states are considering "taxpayer 
transparency acts," including Michigan, Illinois, Kentucky, New Mexico, Maryland, 
Florida, Georgia, Colorado, North Dakota, Washington, Connecticut, Tennessee, and 
Louisiana. 

In addition, several governors have issued executive orders that require web posting of 
state expenditures. They include Gov. Blunt of Missouri and Gov. Sanford of South 
Carolina. 

Wielechowski noted that a more informed public will lead to better government decisions. 

"This bill will empower Alaskans to become fiscal watchdogs and add more accountability 
to government spending."

The Department of Administration has advised us of the following changes to travel 
reimbursements effective January 1, 2008. 

The mileage reimbursement rate has been increased to $.505 per mile, concurrent 
with the change to the IRS standard mileage rate. 

Travelers who are in travel status for more than 12 hours but not in travel status 
overnight will still be entitled to a meal and incidental expense allowance (M&IE) if 
they are in travel status for at least three consecutive hours during a meal period, 
but these payments will now be included as taxable compensation on employee W-2s 
in accordance with direction received from the Internal Revenue Service. Travel 
reimbursements for same day travel for M&IE allowances will be processed through 
payroll. 

Travelers who wish to avoid a tax consequence as a result of same day travel M&IE 
allowance should indicate on their TA that no per diem is requested. There are no 
changes to other expense reimbursements related to same day travel. Those 
reimbursements will continue to be processed by the travel section.

According to the Coast Guard, a Trident Seafoods floatplane recovered four of the 
passengers, while a Coast Guard helicopter recovered another. 



Those passengers were taken to Providence Kodiak Island Medical Center. 

"The remaining five are trapped in the fuselage. And as we're speaking, the Alaska state 
toopers and the Kodiak police just recovered the remaining five people on board," Lane 
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said just before 5 p.m. 



"Originally the plane was submerged, and now that the tide has receded, rescue crews were 
able to recover the bodies," he said a moment later. 

The plane, a Piper Navajo Chieftan, was headed to Homer, he said.

I heard rumor 
previously this is the case, but, I think this warrants an independent 
review from the Attorney General's office. 



The suspect (|Privileged~or Perj) was on a home visit to his mother's 



house (where the state previously removed him from) and the mother was 
intoxicated & allowed the child to drink alcohol when the murder 
occurred. It's a horrible situation in which the State of Alaska 
needs to be accountable for -- there's people working in positions 
that made decisions that allowed this horrific event to take place and 
we need someone to step in from outside of Dillingham to review it.

Palln quite correct in opposing endangered listing for polar bears 

Gov. Sarah Palin justified her opposition to listing polar bears under the Endangered Species Act in 
the Daily News ("Alaska takes seriously Its job of protecting polar bears," Dec. 18). She believes 
polar bears should be conserved, but ESA is not the way to address climate change. Her position 
was criticized by Kassie Siegel (Dec. 24), Diane Pleninger (Dec. 26) and Jean Kollantai (Jan. 3). 
I agree with Gov. Palin that it is inappropriate to use the ESA of one country for one species to 
address global climate change. 

Also, consider the role of federal and state government. Pleninger believes the state has no 
decision-making role for ESA. It is true that federal biologists have monopolized the writing, 
reviewing and editing of ESA documents, but states are supposed to get special consideration and 
all citizens can participate. 

Federal jurisdiction is actually inappropriate considering the 10th Amendment to the U.S. 
Constitution: 

The powers not delegated to the United States by the Constitution, nor prohibited by it to the 
States, are reserved to the States respectively, or to the people." 

Wildlife management is properly relegated to the states. The ESA is sometimes justified under the 
interstate commerce clause of the Constitution, but this Is contrived. Regardless, in the United 
States, polar bears occur in only one state, Alaska, so even the ICC justification is invalid in this 
case. The governor Is doing her duty by exercising state jurisdiction.

We are getting numerous calls from the Nikiski area regarding the closing off of beach access 
in the vicinity of Boulder Point. There is a privately owned dock (Nikiski Offshore systems 
dock) a small port facility that the US Coast Guard has recently imposed a set of security 
restrictions on. This company supplies the off shore drill rigs in Cook Inlet. The company has 
set up a manned security post and beach access that the residents of Nikiski have enjoyed for 
decades is no longer available to them. There has been public out cry and the phones here 
have been ringing off the hook. I initiated a call to Federal Homeland Security folks to see what 
is going on as did our state HLS office and indicated the concern from the residents. This area 
is the only beach access for the locals for recreation, set net sights, boat access for about a 10 
to 15 mile stretch. 

Long story short the feds HLS folks contacted the US Coast Guard to see if they can work 
something out to ease up on the restrictions and still get acceptable security measures in place 
without denying the beach access to residents. That meeting will take place in the next week 
or so but for now it sounds like HLS feels that there may be a workable solution. I will stay on 
it.

Good morning Mr. Hoizman 

You are correct we are holding a workshop on Tuesday, the 8 01 from 6PM to 8PM to work on the Willow Lake use 
plan. And yes, the department has the authority under applicable statute to 'take' property as you say under the 
aegis of safety of aviation. While this is an option available to the department (it's available for acquisition of 
lands for roads, utilities, trails, public facilities, etc) the department has looked directly at this scenario and has 
determined that it is not in the best interest of the State to formally establish runways on the lake because to do 
so would require runways being established on all water bodies owned or operated by the State, thus we are not 
going to pursue this option. You asked if the State's 'taking" would impact non-lake front owners. Yes, it could. 
Not only is there a transitional surface that affects those immediately on the lake but the approaches (safety 
areas) extend beyond the end of each runway to approximately 1 ,000 feet with a width of approximately 
500" (250' to either side of runway centerline). This distance could be increased depending on category of 
navigational aid or aircraft. Because the department will not pursue acquisition of private property to support 
runways on the lake, we have not asked our engineers to give us a detailed plat showing what lands could be 
affected. 

I appreciate your suggestion Mike about giving the management authority over the lake back to DNR. As you are 
aware, the State has committed the entire airport holdings under a federal grant Federal Aviation Administration, 
Airport Improvement Program. Under this program, the State signed a 'grant assurances" document that requires 
the State to uphold all the provisions of the grant One such provision is that we not take or permit any action 
which would deprive the department of any of the rights and powers necessary to perform any or all of the terms, 
conditions, and assurances in the grant agreement It goes on to say that the department will not transfer or 
dispose of our title or other interest in the property that has been committed under the grant. Further, we are 
party to contracts (leases) with aviation users on the lake that DNR hasn't authority (they don't have authonty 
under statute to operate an aviation facility, that right falls under DOT under AS 02 Aeronautics). 

You mentioned that DOT has few choices to maintain safety but many requirements and liabilities. While this is 
true, we are trying to establish a parity and mutual respect between lake users. I believe that there are options 
and 'alternatives that may not give everyone, whether aviation or recreational, the same freedom of actions as 
once they enjoyed but sufficient freedom of use that everyone will continue to be able to use and enjoy the lake 
but be more cognizant of other categories of use. This Is where a lake use plan comes into effect. The 
attainment of success will be dependant on everyone working together and not at cross purposes. 

I've checked with Central Region and was told that the letters were mailed December 31 s1 . The public notices 
were distributed the same day. I've attached a copy of the draft plan. Thanks for taking the time to write me and 
expressing your views. See you at the meeting.

Thank you for taking the time to write expressing your view about Willow Lake and a lake use plan. While 
I personally agree that the issues between aviation and recreational use of the lake could be fixed at the 
local level the comments I have received indicate that there is a need for clear standards for lake use that 
will be known by everyone. We appreciate the fact that there hasn't been an accident on Willow Lake 
between a watercraft and an aircraft. However, as you have been on the lake for 18 years, I believe you 
can attest to the fact that there is a considerable increase in lake use by both recreational users and 
aircraft Until a few years ago, the amount of comments we received in complaint of one user or another 
was very few and far between. The number and amount of complaints we received each year for the last 
three years indicates that there are problems that must be addressed. It was offered at a public meeting 
that a lake use plan be developed- There is merit to that suggestion. 

Over the initial years of compliant, the State supported resolution of the issues by the users. However, 
resolution hasn't happened.

Dear Governor Palin, 

Almost three months ago I sent the email below and these three attachments requesting 
State action to cover the emergency response costs being experienced in Kivalina. I 
have had no formal response and there does not appear to have been a state disaster 
declaration. 

Alaska Village Electric Cooperative has spent $570,000 to respond to the September 
13/14, 2008 storms, culminating in relocating 10 of its 13 tanks to an area deemed to be 
safer than their prior location. AVEC does not have the financial wherewithal to simply 
absorb an operating expense of this magnitude and we have repeatedly requested 
assistance from the State, with no results. 

There appears to be a perception that, because AVEC is a cooperative serving 53 
villages, we should be able to incur an expense such as this and spread the cost 
between all 53 villages. The question that must be posed is - if this had happened in 
Buckland or Deering, would the local electric utility be expected to absorb such a cost? 
The answer is - no, not only could they not do that, they would simply have been unable 
to accomplish the tank move and, no doubt, the State would have stepped in and done 
it for them. 

There is no justification for treating AVEC any differently that any other small local 
essential service provider that is under threat. The State of Alaska and the US Coast 
Guard summoned AVEC to a meeting in late September and essentially directed us to 
proceed with moving the tank farm. Two weeks earlier, the Coast Guard informed 
AVEC that our 100,000 gallons of fuel were an imminent threat to the community due to 
the rapidly eroding shoreline adjacent to the tank farm. At that time, our fuel supplier 
had already been contacted by ADEC and the USCG to explore the possibility of 
removing the fuel from the community. AVEC was willing to remove the fuel, but it could 
not have been brought back to the community again by barge. At that time, the 
Department of Homeland Security informed AVEC that we could be liable for million of 
dollars in damages should our actions precipitate an evacuation of the community and 
the USCG informed us that we could be liable for millions of dollars in cleanup costs 
should our fuel be spilled due to beach erosion. Relocation of the tank farm was 
deemed by the USCG, ADEC and DHS to be the best course of action. Assurances 
(verbal, of course) were given that State disaster funds would be forthcoming. 
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AVEC has been placed in an extremely uncomfortable position by the lack of action at the 
State level. Our only source of operating funds is from our membership. This project provided 
no benefit to anyone other than those residing in Kivalina and our board will have to consider 
recovering the costs from the electric consumers in Kivalina. This will mean a surcharge of 
about 50 cents a kilowatthour for all electricity sold in Kivalina over the next 1 2 months. 

I think it is unreasonable of the State of Alaska to not step up to the plate in a case like this 
where a bona fide disaster existed and continued to unfold. The community of Kivalina has 
responded to the best of their ability, as has AVEC. We should not be left holding the bag!

I apologize for the informal nature of this email, but I have authorized the commencement of an 
expensive project to relocate the AVEC tank farm in Kivalina, and in fact have received a 
"Kivalina Emergency Transfer Plan" (attached) from ADEC appropriating $25,000 to assist us 
in speeding up the fuel transfer if necessary. Of course, if the plan should be activated, ADEC 
has informed us that we would be billed for any expenditures they might make. 

The crux of the issue is that significant expenditures are being made by AVEC to respond to 
this ongoing disaster and, despite the Northwest Arctic Borough's September 25 th disaster 
declaration, there has been no action on the state's part other than the above mentioned 
action by ADEC. 

By the attached latter, I am urging you to please take whatever action is necessary to assist 
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AVEC and the community of Kivalina to respond to the untenable situation that we are in.

I am a proud mother of a soldier, my only son who is 18, is also ray hunting partner of 
many years. I am a former Md. DNR Ranger /Naturalist, and a lady hunter. My son and I are 
grateful for our ability to walk to and from our hunts, enjoy all the beauty and peace of 
mind we find in the wilderness. We decided to share our abilities and recentlty started a 
program here in Maryland, called - Huntin' Buddy's " for disabled troops. An idea one year 
ago, one that has changed our lives, 

I am the founder and coordinator of this volunteer service we provide to help our troops 
that are so badly injured to hunt again, most of which were hunting prior to deployment. 
We have gone to Army hospitals and met many soldiers, 1 arrange hunts, transportation 
lunch, woodland camo. clothing by donations, and depend on our volunteers to arrive ready 
to help, we have had several deer and goose hunts in 07' with some patients who are 
amputees. We carry them into woodlands and marsh, and lakesides, form groups and sit next 
to the soldiers during our hunts. They love getting outdoors again and feeling safe with 
our groups I also assist them to handle bows and firearms again with their disabilities 
on target ranges. However, Maryland Game laws are written so that these troopshave to 
take Hunter safety and buy a Md. license, which would only be used on a very minimum 
basis, some only once. They are still active duty, patients in a hospital, under therapy 
and rehab. They are from other s 
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tates, So far, I have taken our troops out in the field with the understanding that they 
cannot hold a weapon during a hunt. (I find this to be unusual after they just fought for 
our country, and lost limbs in the process.) .

Both Marty and I have heard rumblings lately of a strategy being developed by the 
producers and their allies to attack the administration, ACES in particular. So far we 
have heard the sketchy outlines of two aspects of the strategy: 



- The producers, led by BP, are planning to attribute budget cuts and pro : ect shut-downs 
to ACES The difficulty for them is that most of the cut-backs are completions of the 
integrity upgrade work started 18 months ago with the Pmdhoe Bay problems. They will 
face a delicate balance in trying to announce the cuts, while also wanting to tvoid 
looking like they are not living up to their environmental /system integrity commitments. 
We°ll lee how they play it. Most likely they will find some on-the-bubble projects to 
"cancel- and then pile on all the syatem integrity pink slips as additional "costs" of the 
AC^S-related project cancelations. The job loss numbers will likely look significant, and 
will cause a lot of public wringing of hands. 

* in a reference to the ACES "standard deduction" that only allows producers to increase 
costs at Prudhoe and Kuparuk by 3% each year, producer-friendly legislators (i.e. Ralph 

3 
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Samuels) will introduce legislation to limit the state budget to no more than 3% of the 
previous year's budget. The purpose seema to be to embarrass those who support ACES, and 
also want to increase the budget. They are probably counting on the administration 
opposing the idea. Given your budget announcement (1% increase in agency budgets, 4% 
overall GF increase), there may be a way to endorse some aspect of the idea. It's aort of 
an odd fit, since we are working on the FY2009 budget this year, and the Standard 
Deduction expires with the 2009 calendar year tax returns. 



Both of these efforts are merely part of a larger strategy to do anything to make the 
administration look bad. After AGIA and aces, and particularly with the full rejection of 
the SGDA contract, the producers are seriously ticked. Those who regularly work with 
the oil industry say that the feelings are extremely strong, and they will look for any 
opportunity to turn the public against us. 

As far as the producer cut-backa are concerned, there is not much we can do about it other 
than express skepticism at their motiveB (given S100 oil), and point to the investments of 
other oil companies (a Nikiatchuq announcement this spring would be huge) . 

With the legislative actions, I think we can position the administration in a good 
place once we know the details of the proposal. Our strong, consistent message of 
fiscal conservation and savings will protect us from most of the attacks. 

Hope this heads up helps ... Sorry it's not better news.

The consequence here is that the drilling that would most likely occur would be shallower 
and result in a longer period of time before they would know or be able to develop any 
discoveries. That means a year further from the real economic benefits in the form of 
jobs, but also a year further from increased throughput in TAPS. It is the increased TAPS 
throughput that affects the State's bottom line--to the tune of 565 million annually.

Mr. Stroman; 

Thankyou for your response to my E-mail dated 1-04-2008. 

I can see by your E-mail that you are starting to see the magnitude of what is happening to Willow Lake. 
Mr. Stroman, IF DOT maintains authority under the SAFETY OF AVIATION, you need to contact the 
FAA and insure you are complying with all regulations set forth by the FAA flight standards office and 
the FAR'S (Federal Aviation Regulations) . Willow Lake Is very small. You do not have as many 
alternatives and options that you would on a larger Lake. You say that DOT does not wish to take 
property, and designate runways at this time in best interest of the State. Instead, you are accepting 
Liability for altitude violations for all approach and departures for 360 degrees around the lake over 
populated areas. Should an accident accure, and it be proven that DOT had authority under SAFETY 
OF AVIATION and knowledge of non compliance of ANY regulation set forth by the FAA Flite 
Standards, or PARS and made no effort to comply for any reason, would not only be LIABLE, but after a 
period of time could be considered criminal. 

Mr. Stroman, When you made indications of property seizures under SAFETY OF AVIATION at your 
first meeting, and many times since. You brought real estate law into effect. Property owners must 
notify potential buyers of the possible seizure of their property or face possible legal consequences. 
Whether or not the state implements the seizure, makes no difference. DOT authority under SAFETY 
OF AVIATION (if maintained) may require seizure of property. It may not be a choice. The property 
owners have a right to know if their property is in jeopardy under SAFETY OF AVIATION. So once 
again I ask. Specifically which pieces of real estate on and around Willow Lake are under the threat of 
seizure by the state?. 

I am aware of ( Federal grants, airport improvement programs, grant assurances.ieases, etc.) that DOT 
is party to. Research, documentation and communications with many state offices and the FAA is 
beginning to indicate that Willow Lake itself may not have effect or technically be connected with any 
programs connected to Willow Airport (Airport Improvement ProgramJ.The FAA has varified that they 
have no interest or investment in Willow Lake. Therefore any grant moneys that DOT has received for 
Willow Airport are specific to the upland Airport and have nothing to do with Willow Lake. This is an 
avenue that you yourself might persue if you are truly interested In the best use, and best interest of 
state lands. 

As far as the DOT leases located on the upland shores of Willow Lake, these uplands are part of ILMT 
ADL 22488. Willow Lake {the water surface of the lake is under ILMT ADL 1 8500. So relinquishment 
of ADL 1 8500 would not involve DOTs upland leases(ie, Willow Air Taxi).

Good morning Mr. Holzman 

You are correct we are holding a workshop on Tuesday, the 8 lh from 6PM to 8PM to work on the Willow Lake 
use plan. And yes, the department has the authority under applicable statute to "take" property as you say 
under the aegis of safety of aviation. While this is an option available to the department (it s available for 
acquisition of lands for roads, utilities, trails, public facilities, etc} the department has looked directly at this 
scenario and has determined that it is not in the best interest of the State to formally establish runways on the 
lake because to do so would require runways being established on all water bodies owned or operated by the 
State, thus we are not going to pursue this option. You asked if the State's "taking" would impact non-lake 
front owners. Yes, it could. Not only is there a transitional surface that affects those immediately on the lake 
but the approaches (safety areas) extend beyond the end of each runway to approximately 1 ,000 feet with a 
width of approximately 500" (250' to either side of runway centerline). This distance could be increased 
depending on category of navigational aid or aircraft. Because the department will not pursue acquisition of 
private property to support runways on the lake, we have not asked our engineers to give us a detailed plat 
showing what lands could be affected. 

I appreciate your suggestion Mike about giving the management authority over the lake back to DNR- As you 
are aware the State has committed the entire airport holdings under a federal grant; Federal Aviation 
Administration Airport Improvement Program. Under this program, the State signed a "grant assurances" 
document that requires the State to uphold ail the provisions of the grant. One such provision is that we not 
take or permit any action which would deprive the department of any of the rights and powers necessary to 
perform any or all of the terms, conditions, and assurances in the grant agreement. It goes on to say that the 
department will not transfer or dispose of our title or other interest in the property that has been committed 
under the grant. Further, we are party to contracts (leases) with aviation users on the lake that DNR hasn't 
authority (they don't have authority under statute to operate an aviation facility, that right falls under DOT 
under AS 02 Aeronautics) . 

You mentioned that DOT has few choices to maintain safety but many requirements and liabilities. While this 
is true, we are trying to establish a parity and mutual respect between lake users. I believe that there are 
options and alternatives that may not give everyone, whether aviation or recreational, the same freedom of 
actions as once they enjoyed but sufficient freedom of use that everyone will continue to be able to use and 
enjoy the lake but be more cognizant of other categories of use. This is where a lake use plan comes into 
effect. The attainment of success will be dependant on everyone working together and not at cross purposes. 

I've checked with Central Region and was told that the letters were mailed December 31 s1 - The public notices 
were distributed the same day. I've attached a copy of the draft plan. Thanks for taking the time to write me 
and expressing your views. See you at the meeting.

MAINTAINED under DNR. Check with them, and the Feds. WE DID. 

You might step back and take a look as to what is in the best interest, and best use of Willow Lake, for the 
Community of Willow, and the State NOW and in the FUTURE. I believe you will see that GENERAL USE is 
this BEST INTEREST of the public
